$2,000,000 Coal 
Cleaning Plant 


Contraction underway — Work¬ 
men have this week begun pour¬ 
ing the footings for the new $2 
million coal cleaning plant being 
built by Coleman Collieries Limit¬ 
ed on company property at Cole¬ 
man. The new unit wil replace 
the International and McGiMway 
tipples now being used to clean the 
coal. The plant, engineered by 
Men and Garcia Company wil be 


one of the most modern units in all 
of western Canada. Announcement 
to build >the plant was disclosed by 
the Collieries last spring when neg¬ 
otiations were completed to pro¬ 
vide 15 million tons of coking coal 
to Japanese steel firms over a 15 
year period. The tipple is expected 
to be completed and in operation 
by March 31, 1969. ,

Educational Scene 

(ARTICLE 1) 

This is the first of five articles 
'that will discuss the various as¬ 
pects of the educational program 
offered in the Crows Nest Pass 
schools. The articles are written 
to acquaint you, the citizens of 
the Crows Nest Pass, with the 
present school program and the 
one planned for the future with the 
addition of the new high school. 

Should you desire further in¬ 
formation about any of tbe 'topics 
presented in these articles, please 
contact the School Board office in 
Blairmore, phone 562-2588. 

Present Program and 
Facilities: 

We are operating four element¬ 
ary schools 'and two junior-senior 
high schools with a total staff of 
80 teachers and 1545 students. 

M. D. McEachem Elementary, 
12 rooms. Blairmore Elementary, 
10 rooms. Cameron Elementary, 5 
rooms. Central Elementary, 8 
rooms. Horace Men High School, 
12 rooms. Isabelle Sellon High 
School, 19 rooms—Total classrooms 
66. 

There are 14 teachers working in 
the juimorHseivior high schools who 
do not have home classrooms. 
These include industrial arts teach¬ 
ers, home economics teachers, phy¬ 
sical education teachers, vice-prin¬ 
cipals and principals. 

The two high schools are offer¬ 
ing a complete academic program 
to prepare students for the high 
school diploma and senior matricu¬ 
lation and 'they are using the avail- 
bale staff 'and facilities to a maxi¬ 
mum. The facilities for 'the non¬ 
academic student are seriously 
lacking in both our present high 
schools. M available classroom 

the Isabelle Sellon High School, 
other rooms that were not intended 
as classrooms have been pressed 
into service to accommodate the 
growing student enrolment. 

It will be necessary to have four 
grade seven classrooms at the Isa¬ 
belle Sellon Junior-Senior High 
School next September since there 
are four grade six rooms at the 
M. D. McEachem School this Sept¬ 
ember. Additional space will be 
required at both of the high schools 
within the next two years. 

Our elementary schools have a 
new program in operation this year 
in two schools with the formation 
of two special education classes. 
These classes have been set up to 
serve a very acute need in the 
school system and wil provide 
learning experiences suited to the 
individual needs of the students. 
Pupils in the classes wil receive 
instruction in the basic school sub¬ 
jects and wil progress at their 
own speed and not be expected to 
complete a regular year of class¬ 
room work since they are work¬ 
ing in a nan-graded program. A 
student will be able to move back 
into the regular classroom grade 
structure for grade seven or for 
'the elementary grades if 'achieve¬ 
ment warrants it. 

Elementary classroom space is 
being used to capacity in our 
schools and with the changes in 
the elementary curriculum in the 
last ten years, three of our four 
elementary schools are not able to 
meet the required standard of a 
modem elementary school facility. 

The School Board is faced with 
the problem of providing adequate 
classroom space and keeping our 
schools operating following a mod¬ 
em curriculum in an obsolete 
building. Both Coleman and Blair- 
more desperately need new ele¬ 
mentary school accommodation. 

The situation is serious and the 
School Board has been studying 
and planning a wise solution dur¬ 
ing the past two years. 

Future Program and 
Facilltias 

In February, 1967, the Crows 
Nest Pass School Division No. 63 
was formed and the proposal at 
that time was to plan and build 
a new centralized high school for 
the students of the area. This plan 
was the most sensible course of 
action since one high school could 
serve the area without any diffi¬ 
culty in transportation of students 
and one high school could provide 
a more comprehensive high school 
program and thus give the students 
an opportunity to gain an educa¬ 
tion in other patterns rather than 
just a straight academic program.

Building one new centralized high 
school for the area would solve 
the elementary school accommoda¬ 
tion problem. 

The work began on this proj¬ 
ect and a brief was submitted to 
the Department of Education to 
substantiate the need for the 
school. The Statement of Need was 
recognized by the government and 
the School Board began a study 
of all available building sites. 

The Oldman River Planning 
Commission was involved in this 
study of sites and after a period 
of ten months of careful consider¬ 
ation, the site for the school was 
chosen. The School Board in mak¬ 
ing this decision, followed the ad¬ 
vice given by the Oldman River 
Regional Planning Commission by 
taking into account the following 
factors: 

1— Cost of land. 

2— Cost of site preparation for 
building. 

3— Cost of servicing the site. 

4— Cost of transporting students. 

5— Topography. 

6— Attractiveness of the site. 

7— -Relationship of the site to ex¬ 
isting communication routes. 

8— Relationship of the site to the 
proposed new highway. 

9— Relationship of the site to ex¬ 
isting development mid popu¬ 
lation distribution. 

10— Relationship of the site to fut¬ 
ure development and popula¬ 
tion. 

At the time the Oldman River 
Regional Planning Commision was 
first requested to make a study 
of tbe school sites, they asked the 
School Board to postpone the 
choice of a school site until the 
end of 1967, when it was expected 
that the survey part of the Sub- 
Regional Plan would be complete. 
The School Board did not make 
their choice of site until January, 
1968. 

Te new high school is being plan¬ 
ned to accommodate a maximum 
of 600 students and the next article 
wil be devoted to a description 
of the new centralized high school 
for this area.

Forest and Fish 

Water doesn’t burn. But forests 
do and when a forest burns it can 
seriously affect the fish life in 
nearby streams and small lakes. 
A dear, cod, even-flowing stream 
through a green forest can be 
transformed into a muddy, raging 
torrent 'after heavy rains and a 
dry river bed during time of 
drought as a result of a forest 
fire. 

If rain falls on a hillside that 
is bare of trees the waiter accumu¬ 
lates in small rivulets and rushes 
down the hilside into the stream 
below. It carries with it some of 
the soil from toe hills. This soil 
muddies toe water and covens the 
food toat fish need to live. At 
the same time a great rush of 
new water into toe river or creek 
causes it to flood. This flooding 
destroys fish food and fish habi¬ 
tat. 

Forests not only help to control 
toe water levd, they control the 
water temperatures of toe streams 
anfl creaks. This is done by shad¬ 
ing toe water and 'also by regulat¬ 
ing toe amount of water that soaks 
from the soil into toe streams. 

Each kind of fish has its own 
temperature needs. Trout, for ex¬ 
ample, 'like cold water while small 
mouth bass want cool water and 
large mouth bass want warm wat¬ 
er. If toe forest is destroyed and 
there is no reservoir to hold toe 
water and let it trickle slowly into 
toe streams then we find toat the 
flow of toe stream becomes great¬ 
ly reduced. When toe stream flows 
more slowly it becomes heated by 
toe sun 'and toe temperature may 
become too 'high for the trout or 
the small mouth bass. This may 
cause these fish to die. 

It is easy to see then toat toe 
forests are as important to your 
fishing pleasure as toe rod which 
you carry in your hand or the lure 
toat you have in your tackle box.

"The Shaking Palsy" 

Parkinsonism, or the “shaking 
paUsy”, is a oondtoon named af¬ 
ter James Parkinson, who first de¬ 
scribed it in 1817. It is a disturb¬ 
ance in motor function which is 
characterized chiefly by the slow¬ 
ing of emotional and voluntary 
movements, muscular stiffness or 
rigidity >and shaking. 

The Canadian Medical Associa¬ 
tion reports that Parkinsonism is 
a common disease and usually af¬ 
fects people over age 45. It is al¬ 
ways progressive, but its rate of 
progression varies considerably 
from person to person. The symp¬ 
toms usually appear on one side 
of the body and spread to the oth¬ 
er as the years pass. Parkinsonism 
itself does not cause mental dis¬ 
ease. 

There is no cure for Parkinson¬ 
ism. The patient should remain 
active and not spend long periods 
of time in bed because the <T 
seems to worsen when the j 
is immobile. 

Many drugs are available to help 
those with Parkinsonism. They 
have the effect of suppressing the 
tremor and loosening the stiffness. 
Unfortunately, most of these drugs 
also have the disturbing side ef¬ 
fect of drying the mouth, which is 
sometimes hard for patients to 
tolerate. 

In recent years surgery has been 
used to help control Parkinsonism. 


The C.M.A. advises that the cur¬ 
rent operation is called a thala¬ 
motomy. This involves the cutting 
of nerve fibres carrying the “tre¬ 
mor information” and those relat¬ 
ing to stiffness. This operation is 
usually done when the disease is 
primarily onesided and the patient 
is young and otherwise healthy. 
The operation, like the medication, 
often controls the disease for some 


"Grumbling 

Appendix" 

“Grumbling appendix” is not a 
medical or surgical term. The Ca¬ 
nadian Medical Association re¬ 
ports. It is often used by the pub¬ 
lic to describe a chronic or sub¬ 
acute inflammation of the appen¬ 
dix. Such a condition does not call 
for immediate surgery. 

Chronic or sub-acute appendi¬ 
citis, however, can in time pro¬ 
gress to the acute stage. When it 
does, it is accompanied by a sud¬ 
den increase in abdominal pain, 
very often with nauseau and vom¬ 
iting. The patient may become 
acutely ill within a few 'hours. 

Early diagnosis and immediate 
surgery is the rule. 

If an appendix can be said to 
grumble, it may in time, like a 
volcano, come to the point of erup¬ 
tion. The C.M.A. says this must be 
avoided at all costs.

WHAT WENT WRONG? 

Making jelly is fun but it involves 
a lot of work. Nothing is more 
frustrating than making a batch 
of jelly — and getting a sticky kit¬ 
chen in the process — and then 
having jelly that doesn’t turn out. 

Perhaps the following might 
salve some of your questions. Why 
don’t you dip this out and stick 
it in your jam omd jelly recipe 
book for future reference? 

1— Jelly Did Not Set — just a 
thick, sticky mixture. This may 
be due to too much sugar, not 
enough acid in fruit, not enough 
pectin in fruit, long slow cook¬ 
ing or overripe fruit. 

2— Weak Jelly — Probably was 
not cooked long enough, did 
not have enough pectin in fruit, 
too much waiter was added or 
too much add in fruit. 

3— Tough, Rubbery Jelly — from 
over-cooking .from too much 
pectin or from not enough 
sugar. 

4— Sugar Crystals in Jelly—could 
mean too much sugar, undis¬ 
solved sugar on sides of kettle, 
result of over-cooking or not 
enough 'add in fruit. 

5— Cloudy Jelly — as a result of 
squeezing the jelly bag, cod¬ 
ing before spiffing into jars, 
jars not hot. 

6— Froth in Jelly — jams not hot, 
cooled before spilling into the 
jars, use of “waxy” frtnts such

7— Red Jellies Turning Brown — 
due to over-cooking, stored in 
too much light, temperature of 
store-room too warm. 

8— Fermented Jelly — because the 
jelly glasses not well sterilized, 
jelly stored in a warm, damp 
place, improperly sealed. 

9— Mold on Jelly — a result of a 
damp storage room, improper 
seal, jelly glasses not well ster¬ 
ilized. 

10— Crystals in Grape Jelly—the 
grapes too ripe, juice not al¬ 
lowed to stand overnight in a 
cold place so sediment settles 
to the bottom, sediment stirred 
up when juice poured off. 

These problems can usually be 
prevented by: 

1— Choosing fruits with adequate 
pectin and acid—or by adding 
pectin or arid to fruits lack¬ 
ing in either. 

2— Using some under-ripe fruit 
because pectin and add con¬ 
tent decrease as fruit ripens. 

3— Testing for pectin content (al¬ 
cohol test - Note: POISON- 
wash utensils — keep separate. 

4— Cooking to “Sheeting off test. 

5— Boiling rapidly in small quan¬ 
tities. Long boiling causes loss 
of flavor and destroys jelly 
power of pectin. 

6— Storing in dark, dry, cool place.
